| ROAD OILING EFFECTIVE 


Not that the need for dust combatance is with us at the 
present due to the heavy rains of 'the past two weeks, 
but there has at various times been this need with the 


following work in mind, An item clipped from the Fort | 


Saskatchewan Record states that the Fort has tried and: 
with great success, the oiling of their streets. The item 
claims that the dust-menace has been eliminated and the 
town now has taken on a cleaner and brighter atmosphere 
It would appear from the clipping that through co-opera- 


- tion of the garages in that vicinity, who donated their old 


used motor oil, it had been possible to oil the main streets 
and thus eliminate that choked-up feeling as the veh- 
icles pass, * 

This is something which might be tried in this locality. 
The source of supply might be the same for there are 
many gallons of used auto oil which is discarded each 
month from the garages here. Failing enough supply, 
Wainwright i is sitting on top of the oldest known oil 
supply in Alberta, Surely it might be given a try, and if 
found satisfactory plans and preparations could be made 
to start saving used oil during the winter insuring at 


‘least two months supply for next summer. 


The question of storage might arise but this should be 
no trouble. If the Town authorities, after a suitable test, 
found that it would be satisfactory to oil the streets in 
Wainwright occasionally the used oil could be dumped 
into 4'dump for use later on. An open earth pit. would 
serve satisfactorily, located where it would be convenient 

This would mean a low cost project having nothing to 
buy, except the-labor for the actual oiling. The garage 
proprietors would certainly co-operate in this regard as 
the disposal question of used pil is a headache to them at 
present. 

This is a suggestion which if looked into might rid us 
of at least three quarters of the dust we usually exper- 
lence each summer, 


SIGNS OF THE TIMES 


Small, but very significant, netices have appeared this 
summer in many Alberta weeklies to the effect that their 
newspaper shop would be closed, usually for a period of 
about one week, to give members of the staff a little holi- 
day. The practice was not restricted to small newspapers 
only—it ineluded such large and well-known weeklies as 
the Red Deer Advocate and the Drumheller Mail. 

It seems almost incredible that a newspaper, that keeps 
a finger on the pulse of daily events, should be forced to 
close its doors for several successive days, so that staff 
members may enjoy a respite from work: This method of 
giving holidays is expensive and wholly unsatisfactory, 
both from the publisher’s and the eustomers’ point of 
view. It shows rather startingly the ‘‘shoe-string’’ mar- 
gin on which a good many weeklies are apparently opera- 
ting on a day to day basis. The shortage of trained print- 
ers has reached the point now where a newspaper cannot 
afford to lose the services of even one employee at a time, 
for holidays. The publisher, to give his staff a merited 
and much-needed rest, must choose the costly alternative 
of closing his plant, 

The war has undoubtedly been the main sponge that 
has dried the well of potential printers and apprentices, 
The shortage of tradesman will gradually diminish with 
more apprentices, and the number of veterans presently 
in training at printing schools set up by the government- 

In the meantime, the fact that some publishers have 
found it necessary to close shop for holidays, indicates to 


, a degree the labor difficulties facing most weekly news- 


papers today. The vast majority of weeklies are doing 
good work under most trying conditions. The public at 
large wouldn’t realize that fact until they did without 
their paper for a week.

LEAFY SPURGE, ONE OF THE 
FIVE BAD WEEDS 


_ Leafy Spurge, one of the most ser- 
ious noxious weeds, has been report- 
ed in the central and southern parts 
of this province for some time. Re- 
ports from Field Supervisors indi- 
cate that this weed is also found in 
the northern part of the province, 
states W. Lobay, Supervisor of Agrri- 
cultural Service Boards, All farmers 
are urged to be on the lookout for 
this plant and if found to report it to 
the Field Supervisor or District Agri- 
culturist immediately, 

Leafy Spurge usually appears in 
clumps. It is a perennial, reproduc- 
ing, by rhizomes, roots and seed, 
(Numerous stems grow gach, spring 
from the crown of the old root and 
‘branch out near the top of the plant 


in a cluster of flowering parts. The- 


plant grows about 2 to 3 feet high. 
The stems exude a milky sap when 
broken, It bears a resemblance to 
flax in the early stages, the leaves 
being smooth, narrow and without 
atems. Two distinguishing features 


of Leafy Spurge which aid in its. 


identification are the bright green 
colour of the plant and the pale yel- 
low-green flowers. 

This perennial weed‘is extremely 
difficult to eradicate, states W. Lobay 
because of the ereeping wide-spread- 
ing roots which are quite woody and 
tough, At least two years of frequent 
cultivation will be necessary. Be- 
cause growth commences ea'rly in the 
spring, smother crops are generally 
not effective in. obtaining control. 
Preliminary work with 2, 4-D by the
